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WEEDS AT THE WORLD’S COLUMBIAN 


N. J. Experiment Station, 
New Brunswick, N. )., 

March 4, 1892. 


Dear Sir: In order that the exhibition of weeds at the World’s Columbian Expo¬ 
sition may be large, and representative of all sections of the country, the undersigned (hav¬ 
ing this feature in charge) respectfully asks for specimens of the worst weeds from all States 
and Territories. 

It is suggested that each botanist or local collector, who may be pleased to assist in 
the work, secure at least three specimens each of the worst weeds in his State or section. 
In making the specimens it is important that the following points be considered: [1.] 
Seeds are especially desired. [2.] Seedlings are important in various stages of develop¬ 
ment. [3.] The root system is essential; also [4] the flower and flower cluster, and [s] 
the seed vessel. 

It may be necessary, therefore, to secure these various essentials at different times dur¬ 
ing the coming season. If the weed is a large one stress is laid upon the procuring of spec¬ 
imens while they are small enough so that the whole plant, roots and all, can be mounted, 
without bending, upon an herbarian sheet of ordinary size, that is, not over a foot in length. 
They are not to be mounted, however, by the collector. 

That unnecessary duplication may be avoided persons who contemplate collecting 
specimens should signify their intention to the undersigned, and allotments will then be 
made, the assignments depending largely upon the locality. It is hoped that each State in 
the Union may be represented by specimens in this national exhibit of our worst weeds. 

The collecting must all be done during the present season, and the specimens sent in 
for mounting, labeling, etc., b} 7 December 1st. 

Correspondence is solicited.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The State of Texas, an empire in itself, comprising one-twelfth of the 
area of the United States, with great diversity of soil and climate, must 
necessarily present a corresponding diversity in plant life. When all of 
its immense area is thoroughly explored it will undoubtedly yield as 
many or perhaps more species than are contained within the limits of 
Gray’s Manual. 

As is stated in the Introduction to the Botany of the Mexican Bound¬ 
ary Survey, a line drawn from the Pan Handle southeast to the vicinity 
of Corpus Christi divides the State into two unequal portions. The 
smaller eastern part is well watered as a whole, and gives rise to more 
luxuriant vegetation than the other, where rain is uncertain and often 
scanty. The flora of this eastern section, at least in its northern and 
eastern portions, has many species in common with the adjacent States 
of Louisiana and Arkansas and the Indian Territory. 

In the Contributions from the U. S. National Herbarium, “Upon a 
Collection of Plants made by Mr. G. C. Neally, in the Region of the 
Rio Grande in Texas, from Brazos Santiago to El Paso County,” sixty- 
four species of Cyperaceae are mentioned. Four of these have no 
station assigned, while forty-seven were collected about Sabine Pass in 
extreme eastern Texas, near the mouth of the Sabine river. As the 
plants of this order are usually frequenters of places where there is an 
abundance of moisture, we have a very good index to the character of 
the country where they are found. 

The larger southern and western division, in many places a veritable 
desert, contains many peculiar plants, found only within its areas, es¬ 
pecially in the central portions, in the limestone foothills, and in the 
mountains of the extreme western part. Along the southern border the 
species are essentially Mexican, intermingling in the mountain region 
with more northern forms found in the mountains of New Mexico and

Am sorry that 
the specimen you sent appears to he the Canoe Birch, rather than 
the River Birch. I am inclosing a twig of the latter so that 

you will know what it looks like. Hote the apex of the leaf, which 
lacks the taper of the Canoe Birch; also notice the decided rhombic 
outline. The hark of branches, or trunks, from 2 to 8 or 10 inches 
in diameter, have a decided ragged of fringed appearance from the 
curling back of the thin papery Cinnamon-colored (at least on one 
surface) outer bark. This trunk character, for the diameters 
mentioned, is very striking when normally developed. Once seen it 
is never forgotten.

I hope you can find it out in your region. 

I am hoping to get out your w%y a little later, but I hatse thought 

the same for several springs, so I don’t dare to say much now.

A small party of ns are planning to get out to Chepachet in the 
course of two or three weeks to see the big pine about a mile east 
of that village. Would you like to join us if we know the date long 
enough to let you know of it? 

Am glad to hear of the two species of Orysopsis. I do not think 

either are very common in the state.

Mr dear Collins:-

g lab rum in Lefroj»-.} as this book gives it. 

"The most abundant native grass; it graws in all dry and 
rocky places by the sea -side and on the cliffs, and also in the 
interior. It forms depressed or flattened rosettes of leaves 
close to the ground, and sends out rooting stolons/ often several 
feet long, in every direction. These ma 3 r often be seen hanging 
down over the edges of cliffs and of rock cuttings along the roads, 
swinging with the wind and read 3 r to take root in an 3 ' crevice." 

I will trçr to remember to bing this book next Tuesda 3 r if you 
find it is not in the College Library. Prom its pages I 
learn that the red cedar of Bermuda is given as Juniperus 
Be r mudiana Linne, and is spoken of as almost restricted to 
these islands, being distinct from the Barbadoes Juniper

England Plants—XIX” in Ehodora, Vol. 8 (1906}--a reprint of 
which I sent you some time ago—-my studies on Polytrichum have 
only strengthened and reinforced the statements made there in 
regard to . conmune and peri g on lale . 

I feel almost prepared to say definitely that our most common 
-olytrichum is P. poriponiale , and that the tru European oonnunc 
is even rarer than I supposed at the time the article mentioned 
was written.
